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WICHE  is  a  public  agency  through  which  the  people  of  the 
West  work  together  to  expand  and  improve  higher  education 
in  the  region. 

The  Commission 

•  was  created  to  administer  the  Western  Regional  Educa- 
tion Compact,  which  has  been  adopted  by  the  legislatures 
of  all  the  13  western  states; 

•  was  formally  established  in  1951,  after  ratification  of 
the  compact  by  five  state  legislatures;  program  activity 
began  in  1953. 

The  Commission 

•  is  composed  of  39  commissioners,  three  from  each  state, 
appointed  by  their  governors;  they  serve  without  pay; 

•  is  served  by  a  small  professional  staff,  supplemented  by 
consultants  and  representative  advisory  councils  and 
committees. 

Commission 

seeks  to  increase  educational  opportunities  for  western 
youth; 

assists  colleges  and  universities  to  improve  both  their 
academic  programs  and  their  institutional  management; 

aids  in  expanding  the  supply  of  specialized  manpower  in 
the  West; 

helps  colleges  and  universities  appraise  and  respond  to 
changing  educational  and  social  needs  of  the  region; 

informs  the  public  about  the  needs  of  higher  education 
in  the  West. 


D  PHILOSOPHY: 


The  Commission 


serves  as  a  fact-finding  agency  and  a  clearinghouse  of 
information  about  higher  education,  and  makes  basic 
studies  of  educational  needs  and  resources  in  the  West; 

acts  as  a  catalyst  in  helping  the  member  states  work  out 
programs  of  mutual  advantage,  by  gathering  informa- 
tion, analyzing  problems,  and  suggesting  solutions; 

serves  the  states  and  institutions  as  an  administrative 
and  fiscal  agent  for  carrying  out  interstate  arrange- 
ments for  educational  services; 

has  no  authority  or  control  over  the  member  states  or 
individual  educational  institutions;  it  works  by  building 
consensus,  based  on  joint  deliberation  and  the  recog- 
nition of  relevant  facts  and  arguments. 


The  Commission 

•  is  financed,  in  part,  by  equal  appropriations  from  the 
member  states  of  $15,000  annually; 

•  receives  grants  for  special  projects  from  private  founda- 
tions and  public  agencies;  for  each  dollar  provided  by 
the  states  during  the  past  five  years,  WICHE  has  re- 
ceived over  three  dollars  from  non-state  sources;  in  the 
past  ten  years,  grants  have  exceeded  $4,000,000.

More  students  than  we  expected. 
More  students  than  ever  before. 

This  was  the  gist  of  reports  on  college  and  university 
enrollments  presented  by  WICHE  Commissioners  from 
the  13  western  states  at  their  fall  meeting. 

Shortage  of  college  teachers. 

Shortage  of  doctors,  dentists,  nurses,  and  other 
health  personnel. 

Shortage  of  trained  people  to  work  with  the 
mentally  ill  and  retarded,  with  the  physically 
handicapped,  and  with  juvenile  and  adult  of- 
fenders. 

This  is  the  gist  of  reports  from  those  charged  with  the 
responsibility  for  providing  important  services  to  the 
people  of  the  West. 

On  the  one  hand,  we  are  witnessing  the  long-predicted 
flood  of  young  people  seeking  education  beyond  the  high 
school,  for  whom  education  of  high  quality  must  be  pro- 
vided. On  the  other  hand,  we  are  witnessing  a  critical 
shortage  of  skilled  manpower  in  human  service  areas,  man- 
power that  can  be  prepared  only  through  high-cost  special- 
ized educational  programs. 

This  double-barreled  problem  has  to  be  faced  by  most 
sections  of  our  nation.  But  the  dilemma  is  more  crucial  here 
because  of  certain  factors  that  are  typically  western.  Not 
only  is  the  West  growing  more  rapidly  than  other  regions, 
not  only  does  it  have  a  relatively  young  population,  not 
only  is  it  an  oasis  civilization  where  great  metropolitan 
areas  are  separated  by  long,  thinly  populated  stretches,  but 
it  is  a  region  where  education  by  and  large  is  a  public 
responsibility.  Since  most  of  its  colleges  and  universities 
must  be  supported  by  tax  funds,  the  West  has  a  heavy 
stake  in  making  the  best  possible  use  of  its  higher  education 
dollars.  One  way  to  do  this  is  to  share  educational  re- 
sources across  state  lines.  Thus  regional  cooperation  seems 
to  be  dictated  for  the  13  western  states  by  the  very  nature 
of  the  society  which  they  have  created. 


The  WICHE  Commissioners  are  concerned  with  the 
West's  double-barreled  problem:  the  need  to  increase  the 
quantity  and  quality  of  educational  opportunities  and  the 
need  to  reduce  the  manpower  shortages  in  specialized  fields. 
This  is  why  they,  seek  new  approaches  through  regional 
cooperation — through  interstate  and  interinstitutional  ac- 
tivity— through  sharing  the  human  and  physical  resources 
among  and  between  the  states — and  through  exchanging 
new  ideas  and  new  knowledge  across  state  lines. 

The  concept  of  regional  cooperation  has  long  since 
proved  itself.  WICHE's  public  record  of  the  past  12  years 
is  but  one  case  in  point.  But  regional  programs  do  not 
flourish  unless  those  charged  with  the  establishment  of 
policy  are  men  and  women  who  are  sufficiently  concerned 
about  their  fellow  men  to  contribute  time,  energy,  and 
wisdom  in  seeking  joint  solutions  to  common  problems. 

This  report  of  WICHE's  activities  in  1965,  illustrated 
with  candid  camera  shots  of  Commissioners  taken  at  the 
annual  meeting,  is  in  effect  a  tribute  to  them.  It  is  also  a 
tribute  to  the  hundreds  of  other  men  and  women  in  the 
region  who  have  worked  together  through  WICHE-spon- 
sored  councils,  committees,  and  program  activities  to  make 
the  West  a  better  place  in  which  to  live  and  to  raise  a 
family. 

On  the  following  pages  selected  highpoints  of  program 
activities  for  1965  are  briefly  outlined.  Further  details  can 
be  found  in  the  listed  publications,  which  are  available 
upon  request. 

Copies  of  the  auditor's  report  are  also  available.  It 
shows  that,  in  addition  to  the  annual  appropriation  of 
$15,000  from  each  state,  WICHE  received  nearly  $600,000 
from  grants  by  private  foundations  and  public  agencies — a 
ratio  of  more  than  three  dollars  from  non-state  sources  to 
one  dollar  from  state  appropriations.  These  funds  support- 
ed projects  which  had  significance  for  the  entire  region. 

During  the  past  five  years,  it  has  been  my  pleasure  and 
honor  to  work  with  the  Commissioners,  the  staff,  and  the 
people  of  the  13  western  states  on  educational  problems. 
The  present  finds  us  involved  in  a  variety  of  cooperative 
efforts,  many  of  them  unheard  of  but  a  short  time  ago. 


The  future  will  bring  new  problems  and  challenges.  It  will 
also  provide  us  with  opportunities  to  develop  new  and 
imaginative  ways  of  working  together  effectively  across 
state  lines.

77ie  Student  Exchange  Program 

Under  WICHE's  student  exchange  program  residents 
of  states  without  schools  of  medicine,  dentistry,  veterinary 
medicine  or  dental  hygiene  are  able  to  attend  these  profes- 
sional schools  in  other  states  with  special  considerations. 
They  pay  only  the  in-state  tuition  fee  in  public  institutions 
and  from  private  schools  they  receive  a  substantial  rebate  in 
the  standard  fee.  In  return  the  home  state  pays  the  re- 
ceiving institution  a  supplemental  fee  to  help  support  the 
program.  -Here  are  a  few  high  points  of  the  current  opera- 
tion. Please  refer  to  the  chart  on  page  26  for  more 
details. 

The  total  number  of  students  in  the  program  has  in- 
creased each  year — including  this  one — from  41  in  1953 
to  527  in  1965. 

This  year  there  are  224  exchange  students  in  medicine; 
117  in  dentistry;  177  in  veterinary  medicine;  and  9  in 
dental  hygiene,  the  newest  of  the  exchange  programs. 

The  number  of  dollars  invested  by  the  states  in  this 
program  has  likewise  increased,  from  $70,000  in  1953  to 
$856,600  in  1965. 

This  year  has  witnessed  the  first  reduction  (5%)  in  the 
number  of  medical  students  participating;  at  the  same 
time,  there  has  been  an  increase  (16%)  in  the  number  of 
dental  students. 

All  accredited  western  public  and  private  schools  offer- 
ing instruction  in  these  professions  participate  in  the  pro- 
gram, a  total  of  24  schools  located  in  7  states. 

All  states  without  schools  of  medicine  and  veterinary 
medicine  participate  in  the  program.  With  one  exception, 
all  states  without  dental  schools  participate. 

Students  in  dental  hygiene,  a  new  program  which  be- 
gan in  1963,  were  supported  this  year  by  three  states. 

Special  Programs  in  Higher  Education 

The  following  general  objectives  have  been  developed 
to  serve  as  a  basis  for  determining  future  program  activi- 
ties in  this  area : 

a.  improving  university  management; 

b.  improving  financial  and  popular  support  of  higher 
education ; 

c.  improving  college  and  university  staff; 

d.  expanding  access  to  higher  education;   and 

e.  expanding  and  improving  the  substance  and  the  pro- 
cess of  learning  in  higher  education. 

During  1965  the  following  activities  were  undertaken 
byWICHE: 

•  in  conjunction  with  the  Center  for  the  Study  of  Higher 
Education  at  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley,  spon- 
sored the  Seventh  Annual  Institute  for  College  and  Univer- 
sity Self  Study  for  more  than  100  college  administrators 
and  others,  and  published  the  papers  under  the  title  Order 
and  Freedom  on  the  Campus:  The  Rights  and  Responsi- 
bilities of  Students  and  Faculty  Members. 


•  developed  plans  for  the  1967  institute  on  the  topic, 
Campus  and  Capitol. 

•  explored  with  national  consultants  various  program 
possibilities  for  WICHE  in  technical  and  junior  college 
education  and  began  to  develop  plans  for  a  regional  ap- 
proach. 

•  began  publication  of  a  newsletter  for  the  presidents  and 
deans  of  students  of  western  institutions  entitled  WICHE 
Review  of  Collegiate  Press,  which  reprints  selected  news 
items  and  student  opinion  from  student  newspapers. 

•  co-sponsored  with  the  Denver  office  of  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare,  two  regional  con- 
ferences on  research  in  higher  education  to  acquaint  direc- 
tors of  institutional  research  with  research  goals  of  the 
office  and  financial  resources  available  under  new  federal 
legislation. 

•  continued  development  of  the  Western  Regional  Student 
Program  whereby  out-of-state  students  may  enroll  in  cer- 
tain selected  or  unique  programs  in  public  institutions  at 
in-state  tuition. 

•  began  exploration  of  the  implications  of  electronic  data 
processing  for  management  and  long-range  planning  in 
western  higher  education. 

•  planned  a  regional  conference  to  be  co-sponsored  with 
the  University  of  New  Mexico  on  tensions  within  the  uni- 
versity. 

Nursing  Education 

Nurse  educators  from  76  colleges  and  universities, 
working  through  the  Western  Council  on  Higher  Education 
for  Nursing  (WCHEN),  are  continuing  their  efforts  to  im- 
prove the  quality  of  nursing  education  in  the  West.  In  1965, 
WCHEN  reached  new  levels  of  cooperation.  In  addition  to 
a  number  of  other  on-going  activities,  WCHEN  accom- 
plished the  following: 

•  sponsored  short-term  courses  in  leadership  training  at 
eight  universities  for  450  nurses  in  teaching,  administra- 
tive, and  supervisory  positions,  bringing  the  total  number 
of  participants  over  the  past  eight  years  to  1,350. 

•  developed  plans  for  continuing  this  program  through 
1968  in  order  to  accommodate  those  on  waiting  lists. 

•  continued  work  on  three  major  research  projects:  the 
identification  of  curriculum  content  in  graduate  programs 
in  medical-surgical,  psychiatric,  public  health  and  maternal- 
child  nursing;  the  identification  of  content  for  four-year 
undergraduate  programs;  and  an  evaluation  of  the  effec- 
tiveness of  the  short-term  continuation  education  program 
for  improving  the  leadership  skills  of  nurses. 

•  collected  and  tabulated  data  for  the  preparation  of  a 
new  publication  entitled  Today  and  Tomorrow  in  Western 
Nursing,  A  WCHEN  Report  on  the  Present  Picture  with 
Recommendations  for  the  Future.

•  studied  the  need  for  new  research,  the  need  for  in- 
creased enrollments  at  the  master's  level,  and  the  prepara- 
tion of  nurse  administrators. 

•  shared  research  findings  among  nurse  educators  and 
distributed  a  report  of  new  research  projects. 

•  published  Guidelines  for  the  Development  of  Associate 
Degree  Programs  in  Nursing  for  use  in  junior  colleges. 

•  provided  consultation  on  request  to  western  institutions, 
committees,  and  agencies  considering  new  programs  in 
nursing  education. 

•  developed  a  roster  of  faculty  in  member  schools  to 
facilitate  the  sharing  of  information  and  data  collection. 

Medical  Education 

Since  its  establishment,  WICHE  has  had  a  primary 
interest  in  medical  education.  It  has  published  manpower 
surveys,  sponsored  meetings,  made  state  and  regional 
studies,  and  provided  consultation.  During  this  period, 
several  new  medical  schools  have  been  established  and 
existing  ones  expanded.  WICHE's  activities  in  1965  have 
included  the  following: 

•  in  conjunction  with  the  University  of  Alaska,  Alaska 
Methodist  University,  and  Department  of  Health  and  Wel- 
fare of  the  State  of  Alaska,  sponsored  a  conference  on 
education  of  Alaskans  for  the  health  professions.  With  the 
help  of  eight  out-of-state  consultants,  a  representative  group 
of  Alaskans  explored  the  following  questions.  What  should 
be  the  future  directions  of  health  education  in  Alaska? 
What  mechanism  should  be  established  to  assure  continued 
consideration  of  these  and  related  problems? 

•  established  the  Advisory  Council  on  Medical  Education 
in  states  without  medical  schools  (Alaska,  Hawaii,  Idaho, 
Montana,  Nevada,  and  Wyoming)  consisting  of  representa- 
tives of  higher  education,  the  medical  profession,  and  the 
legislature. 

•  held  three  meetings  of  the  Council  to  consider  the  most 
appropriate  procedures  for  states  which  are  interested  in 
establishing  medical  schools,  and  provisions  which  should 
be  made  prior  to  the  establishment  of  medical  schools  to 
assure  residents  of  adequate  opportunity  for  the  study  of 
medicine. 


Special  Education  and  Rehabilitation 

With  new  funds  available,  WICHE  is  once  again  able 
to  express  its  interest  positively  in  the  stimulation,  coordi- 
nation, and  improvement  of  collegiate  programs  that  pre- 
pare those  who  teach  the  blind,  the  deaf,  and  others  with 
physical  and  mental  handicaps,  as  well  as  those  who 
counsel  handicapped  adults.    Since  July  1965,  WICHE — 

•  has  initiated  a  five-year  program  in  special  education 
and  rehabilitation  and  appointed  a  full-time  specialist  to 
head  it. 
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•  has  appointed  a  regional  advisory  committee  of  dis- 
tinguished leaders  in  special  education  and  rehabilitation 
and  formulated  plans  for  a  closely  articulated  program  to 
improve  the  quantity  and  quality  of  professional  training 
programs  and  to  further  the  development  of  professional 
staff  members  already  working  in  the  field. 

•  in  conjunction  with  the  Montana  State  Department  of 
Education,  has  planned  and  obtained  funds  for  a  national 
research  conference  on  special  education  services  in  sparse- 
ly populated  areas  to  be  held  in  Denver  in  early  1966. 

•  has  established  liaison  with  teacher  and  counselor  train- 
ing programs  in  western  colleges  and  universities. 


Future  Financing  of  Regional  Activities 
In  Mental  Health 

Since  1957,  WICHE's  Mental  Health  Council  has  been 
supported  primarily  by  grants  from  the  National  Institute 
of  Mental  Health.  During  this  demonstration  period,  many 
new  important  regional  programs  have  been  sponsored. 
Additional  funds  have  been  obtained  from  public  and  pri- 
vate sources  to  support  these  activities.  Total  grants  have 
amounted  to  $1,580,000. 

Last  May,  Mrs.  Thomas  Scales,  WICHE's  Chairman, 
presented  a  plan  to  the  western  Governors  at  their  annual 
conference  whereby  future  financial  support  of  the  core 
program  would  be  provided  by  the  13  western  states  on  a 
voluntary  basis.  An  annual  stipend  of  $7,500  was  suggest- 
ed. The  Governors  reviewed  the  program  to  date  and 
unanimously  adopted  a  resolution  requesting  each  state  to 
give  serious  consideration  to  this  type  of  voluntary  financial 
support. 

To  insure  continuity  of  the  program,  a  majority  of  the 
states  must  act  favorably  before  June,  1968.  In  1965,  sev- 
eral states  either  made  payments  or  indicated  their  inten- 
tion of  doing  so  during  1966.  The  future  of  WICHE's 
program  in  mental  health  and  in  the  helping  services  will 
be  determined  by  the  response  of  the  13  western  states. 


Mental  Health 

Since  1954,  the  western  states  have  pooled  their  re- 
sources for  a  long-range  attack  on  problems  arising  from 
mental  illness,  mental  retardation,  and  related  problem 
areas.  The  Western  Council  on  Mental  Health  Training 
and  Research,  consisting  of  23  distinguished  leaders,  has 
been  established  to  serve  as  an  advisory  group  to  the  Com- 
mission. Through  a  variety  of  programs,  WICHE  aims  to 
increase  the  quantity  and  improve  the  quality  of  educa- 
tional programs  preparing  people  for  careers  in  areas  re- 
lated to  mental  health  and,  through  educational  experiences, 
to  improve  the  competence  of  those  already  on  the  job. 
In  1965,  WICHE  — 

•  expanded  its  program  of  continuation  courses  in  psy- 
chiatry for  doctors  living  in  areas  remote  from  medical 
education  centers  and  sponsored  13  demonstration  courses. 
Since  1960,  a  total  of  525  western  physicians  have  partici- 
pated in  this  program. 

•  sponsored  the  sixth  annual  training  session  for  the 
psychiatrist-teachers  for  these  continuation  courses.  The 
session  was  attended  by  37  participants,  including  most  of 
the  directors  of  university  post-graduate  programs.  To  date, 
64  psychiatrist-teachers  have  participated  in  this  program. 

•  developed  plans  for  future  demonstration  courses  de- 
signed to  increase  the  competence  of  doctors  in  the  pre- 
vention of  mental  illness,  in  the  management  of  community 
mental  health  problems,  and  in  dealing  with  the  emotional 
problems  of  children  and  the  aged. 

•  published  the  proceedings  of  the  fifth  annual  training 
session  and  distributed  them  broadly. 

•  continued  and  expanded  its  unique  summer  work-study 
program  in  mental  health  and  corrections  for  college  stu- 
dents. More  than  300  students  participated  in  eleven  pro- 
grams at  ten  universities  with  more  than  50  state  agencies 
collaborating.  To  date  more  than  1,000  students  have 
participated  in  this  program,  which  is  designed  to  interest 
them  in  a  career  in  the  helping  services. 

•  continued  evaluation  of  the  work-study  program  and 
held  the  annual  evaluative  conference  involving  representa- 
tives from  all  the  participating  universities  and  cooperating 
agencies. 
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Staff  Development  Programs 

WICHE  strives  to  increase  communication  between  pro- 
fessionals in  our  universities  and  in  our  mental  institutions, 
and  also  to  stimulate  the  professional  growth  of  staff  mem- 
bers already  working  with  the  mentally  ill  and  retarded. 
During  the  past  four  years,  three  methods  have  been  used — 
visitation  training  programs,  regional  conferences,  and 
continuation  education  programs.    In  1965,  WICHE  — 

•  in  conjunction  with  the  Rocky  Mountain  Psychological 
Association,  sponsored  a  symposium  on  the  Economic  Op- 
portunity Act  entitled  Implications  for  Psychology  and  the 
Behavioral  Sciences  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  inter- 
disciplinary dialogue  and  to  consider  how  the  behavioral 
and  social  sciences  might  play  an  active  role  in  developing 
programs  under  the  Act. 

•  held  a  conference  of  superintendents  of  state  institutions 
for  the  mentally  ill  and  retarded  and  state  mental  health 
agency  administrators  to  review  and  evaluate  the  four-year 
staff  development  program  and  to  plan  for  future  activities. 

•  published  and  distributed  a  final  report,  entitled  A 
Regional  Staff  Development  Program,  containing  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  programs  and  an  evaluation  of  the  results. 

WICHE  also  strives  to  decrease  the  time  lag  between 
the  development  of  new  techniques  and  knowledge  and  its 
inclusion  into  the  training  programs  of  mental  health  per- 
sonnel so  as  to  improve  patient  care  through  the  utilization 
of  the  newest  approaches.  It  is  also  developing  academic 
centers  of  continuing  education  for  mental  health  personnel 
already  on  the  job.   In  1965,  WICHE  — 

•  with  the  cooperation  of  Dr.  Portia  Bell  Hume,  Director 
of  the  Center  for  Training  in  Community  Psychiatry  and 
Mental  Health  Administration  at  Berkeley,  sponsored  two 
courses  entitled  Community  Resources  in  the  Treatment  of 
Psychiatric  Patients  and  Community  Psychiatry  and  Law 
for  11  participants  from  six  states. 

•  completed  the  first  Institute  for  Administrative  Studies 
at  the  University  of  Colorado  for  mental  health  and  mental 
retardation  administrators  from  seven  western  states; 
completed  an  evaluation  of  the  program  and  developed 
plans  for  a  second  institute. 


During  the  past  two  years  WICHE  has  sponsored  a 
regional  joint  data  collection  project  for  institutions  for 
the  mentally  retarded  to  encourage  the  development  of  re- 
search.  In  1965,  WICHE  — 

•  negotiated  a  contract  to  support  this  program  and  to 
further  develop  research  in  this  area;  appointed  a  regional 
advisory  committee;  appointed  a  full-time  staff  member, 
who  will  join  the  staff  early  in  1966. 
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WICHE  has  responded  to  an  expressed  need  for  a  re- 
gional organization  to  provide  training  programs  and  pro- 
fessional development  for  mental  health  statisticians  in  the 
West.  In  1965,  WICHE  — 

•  obtained  funds  to  develop  a  program  in  this  field; 
appointed  a  full-time  staff  member  to  head  the  program, 
which  will  become  operational  in  1966. 


Juvenile  Corrections 

A  recent  survey  indicated  that  the  West  has  an  appall- 
ing shortage  of  trained  people  to  work  with  troubled  youth. 
To  ameliorate  this  manpower  shortage,  WICHE  has  sought 
to  develop  and  strengthen  relationships  between  the  field  of 
practice  and  the  academic  community.  It  has  also  spon- 
sored several  types  of  demonstrations  in  research  and  edu- 
cation. During  the  summer  of  1965,  selected  faculty  mem- 
bers were  placed  in  several  correctional  institutions  to 
assist  the  superintendents  in  setting  up  in-service  training 
programs  for  their  staff,  giving  consultation  on  problems 
encountered  by  staff,  and  initiating  research  programs. 
This  experience  provided  each  faculty  member  with  new 
perspectives  and  insights  which  could  then  be  transmitted 
in  his  own  classroom  to  college  students.  A  list  of  these 
placements  follows.

Wyoming :  at  the  Sheridan  Girls'  School,  E.  K.  Nelson, 
professor  of  public  administration,  University  of  Southern 
California,  and  Howard  Ohmart,  program  planning  ad- 
viser, California  Youth  and  Adult  Corrections  Agency. 

In  November,  WICHE  brought  together  all  the  partici- 
pants in  these  summer  faculty  placement  programs  and 
superintendents  of  correctional  institutions,  as  well  as  mem- 
bers of  the  1964  Alaska  traveling  consulting  team,  to 
evaluate  the  demonstrations  and  to  recommend  models  for 
future  demonstration  projects. 

In  1965,  WICHE  sponsored  four  series  of  seminars  for 
personnel  working  in  the  correctional  field,  interested  lay 
persons,  and  university  students,  for  the  purpose  of  up- 
grading and  enriching  their  knowledge  and  understanding. 
The  four  series  involved  205  participants  and  40  faculty 
members.  The  following  persons  served  as  program  co- 
ordinators. 

Oregon:  Thomas  E.  Gaddis,  consultant,  State  System 
of  Higher  Education. 
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Nevada:  In  Reno,  Richard  McClintock,  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  psychology,  University  of  Nevada;  in  Las  Vegas, 
Irving  Katz,  associate  professor  of  psychology.

In  Washington,  WICHE  convened  the  Pacific  Coast 
Institute  on  Correctional  Manpower  and  Training  which 
brought  together  decision-makers  from  the  fields  of  cor- 
rections and  higher  education  to  consider  correctional  man- 
power needs  in  the  Pacific  Coast  states;  to  design  action 
programs  at  state  and  regional  levels;  and  to  recommend 
action  programs  for  the  newly  organized  Joint  Commission 
on  Correctional  Manpower  and  Training  at  the  national 
level. 

Helping  Services 

WICHE  is  seeking  to  resolve  manpower  shortages  in  the 
social  services,  including  child  welfare,  family  services,  aid 
to  the  aging,  vocational  rehabilitation,  corrections,  and 
others.  The  shortages  are  great;  educational  offerings  in 
western  colleges  and  universities  are  few.  To  accomplish 
this  objective,  in  1965,  WICHE  — 

•  sponsored  a  region-wide  institute,  with  the  University 
of  Utah  Graduate  School  of  Social  Work  as  host,  to  dis- 
cuss the  possibility  of  developing  and  expanding  under- 
graduate offerings  in  the  social  services  field. 

•  developed  plans  for  four  sub-regional  institutes  to  im- 
prove the  quality  of  undergraduate  education  for  the  help- 
ing services  and  to  expand  the  number  of  programs. 

•  with  Southern  Colorado  State  College  co-sponsored  a 
Colorado-New  Mexico  Institute;  and  with  Idaho  State 
University  co-sponsored  a  Idaho-Montana-Wyoming  Insti- 
tute.  Two  additional  institutes  will  be  held  in  1966. 
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Publications 

Through  its  conferences,  seminars,  institutes,  work- 
shops, surveys  and  research,  WICHE  generates  ideas,  in- 
formation, plans,  and  hopes.  To  share  these  with  a  wider 
audience,  WICHE  depends  heavily  on  its  publications. 

Most  of  these  publications  are  financed  by  grant  funds 
and  are  distributed  free  of  charge.  Their  availability  is 
listed  in  the  newsletter  and  other  documents,  and  requests 
for  single  copies  are  honored  as  long  as  the  supply  lasts. 
Since  the  number  of  copies  is  limited  by  the  funds  avail- 
able, it  is  inevitable  that  these  documents  eventually  go 
out   of  print,   some   sooner   than   others. 

To  cope  with  this  problem  arrangements  have  been 
made  with  19  libraries — at  least  one  in  each  of  the  western 
states' — to  serve  as  depositories  for  all  WICHE  publica- 
tions. Copies  of  out-of-print  items  are  available  from  them 
on  inter-library  loan.
